ting ; he will slip out before, if be 
can do so unobserved; he will 
complain of hard work, low wages, 
a lack of appreciation of his servi¬ 
ces,- and will eventually lose his 
position. Then he is sure to be 
hard and bitter toward his former 
employer, and to say that the 
blame rests wholly with him. 

Take another illustration. A 
young man enters, an establish¬ 
ment as an apprentice. When he 
sweeps the floor he does it wel]; he 
prides himself on doing his work 
to the best of his ability. If he is 
sent out on an errand, he„ listens 
carefully to the instructions,given 
him, and makes his trip quickly. 
In his leisure moments he picks 
up all the points he can in regard 
to any branch of the business, does 
not complain if called upon to do 
.any kind of work, reads the trade 
papers if he has opportunity, notes 
how work is'being done in his and 
other departments, and is con¬ 
stantly on the alert to get hold of 
anything that will help him in 
his business. He is W hand in 
the morning before the bell .rings, 
and is often at his work when the 
foreman and others leave at night. 

Is this a fanciful sketch? Is it 
too much to expect? Would not 
such help be indispensable to any 
employer? 

As "to other qualifications, it is 
not enough to say that a young 
man should be honest, faithful and 
truthful. He must be all of these, 
if he would succeed. All true suc¬ 
cesses are built on such founda¬ 
tions. 

Too many persons are satisfied 
to he faithful simply in the posi¬ 
tion they are occupying. To he 
faithful in one’s work is a necessi¬ 
ty, of course, fbut this does not 
prevent one from magnifying his 
position, keeping his eyes open to 
learn everything possible in re¬ 
gard to the work in general, and 
all of the time studying to better 
understand the position next 
above his own. A young man 
may make of his position just 
what he chooses. “The possibili¬ 
ties lie in every position; seeing 
and embracing them rest with the 
occupant. One position should be 
the chrysalis for the development 
of new strength to master another 
just above-it.” 

The whole secret of making 
oneself indispensable to any. busi¬ 
ness lies in what Is given to an 
employer in return for the wages 
received, and what is made of the 
position and its opportunities. 
“Never he afraid,” says one writer, 
“to give too much for the money 
you receive,” and to those who are 
complaining that their services 
are not appreciated, and that their 
position should command higher 
wages, this thought is commend¬ 
ed for their candid consideration. 
“No man can serve two masters” is 
eminently true in a business 
sense. 'Success calls for concen¬ 
tration, and no man can at the 
same time serve more than one 
business interest. The human 
mind is only capable Of a certain 
amount of clear thought, and in 
these days all of this thought is re¬ 
quired for One branch of business.” 

The successful, the indispensable 
young man of today must also be 
self-reliant and energetic. There 
are two classes which amount to 
nothing in the world. One is the 
Micawber class, which is always 
“waiting for something to turn up,” 
and the other is the class which is 
ever planning some brilliant 
scheme “with millions in it”— 
some short cut to success. Both 
of these are doomed to failure. 

The world’s men of genius have 
usually been those who longed for 
a thing so strongly that for the 
sake of its attainment they con¬ 
quered obstacles, lived down oppo¬ 
sition, ignored ’ discouragement, 
and through years of trial and ob¬ 
scurity moved steadily and 
energetically on toward tlie fulfill¬ 
ment of their hope. 

The young man who perseveres 
in his chosen work in sucTTH man¬ 
ner as this cannot fail;to ho appre¬ 
ciated, to become indispensable to 
the husiness with which ho is con¬ 
nected. The Bible says, “Soest 
thou a man diligent in bis business, 
he shall stand before kings.” The 
diligent, self-reliant, honest, trust¬ 
worthy young man is indispensa¬ 
ble to tlie business man of today. 
He is to be the business man of .to¬ 
morrow. . 

• And when the rush find bustle 
of this earthly life is over, when j 
shop and office business are left 
behind, such a man, haying recog¬ 
nized his duties to God and to his 
fellow-men, will be prepared to 
stand.before the “King of Kings.”

nor has anybody ever seen 
watts’ figure in the matter. The num¬ 
ber of volts in a current of electricity 
is its speed or pressure. The number of 
amperes is its volume. Volts with¬ 
out amperes would be speed without 
substance. 

A light molecule moving with 
speed or voltage of 185,000 miles 
second strikes the eye without 
but if the molecule had 
amperage of one two-thousandth part 
of a grain it would have the same effect 
as an ounce ball moving 1,000 feet per 
second. Any number of “amperes” with¬ 
out voltage would be a dead engine in a 
roundhouse. 

An article in a New York paper was 
headed, “Not Killed by 2,000 Volts,” 
It told of a boy who had become locally 
famous, because “ 2,000 volts of electrio- 
lty had passed through Joe’s body with¬ 
out killing him.” Without the am¬ 
perage of the current being known the 
statement means nothing. Another story 
of escape from electricity was headed, 
Shocked by 2,080 Volts. ” 

The electrical current used in the Ed¬ 
ison fluoroscope has a minute fraction 
of an ampere, but an almost incalcula¬ 
ble voltage of perhaps above 160,000. 

To receive these 160,000 volts 
body would feel like the 
needle. 

At the state penitentiary the victims 
of the law arc given about 1,800 volts 
of eleotricity, but it is the electrical en¬ 
ergy, as expressed in watts, that kills 
The amperes multiplied by the volts 
giTO the energy of the current, or watts. 

He who would caress a “live wire” 
need care nothing for the volts or am¬ 
peres it may have concealed about its 
person, but let him carefully calculate 
its watts before he grabs hold.—New 
York Mail and Express.

Birds as Seed Carriers. 

Two centuries ago the Dutch destroy¬ 
ed every nutmeg tree .in the Moluccas 
in order to, enjoy a monopoly of the 
business, having planted the trees in 
their own possessions. 

In spite of their most earnest efforts 
however, the islands were being con¬ 
stantly restocked. For a long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 

' Tho doves of that quar ter of the world 
are of large size and readily swallow 
the seed of the nutmeg, with the fruit 
of which they traverse wide stretches of 
sea and land in a tew hours and deposit 
the seeds of the nutmeg not only unin- 
jured, but better fitted for germination 
by the heat and moisture of the bird’s 
system. 

By a similar process, thousands of acres 
ot land have been covered with trees of 
different kinds, the birds acting as na¬ 
ture’s agents in the dissemination of 
plants. 


The Startling Result of Firing a Cannon 
'Buried Under Watfir. ' 

The most curious experiment ever 
made with a piece of ordnance was at 
Portsmouth, England.- A stage was 
ereoted in the harbor within the tide 
mask; on this an armstrong gun of the 
110 pound pattern was mounted. The 
gun was then loaded and carefully aimed 
at a target—all this, of course, during 
the time of low tide. Afow'hours later, 
when the gun and the target were both 
covered with water to a : depth of six 
feet, the gun was fired by means of elec¬ 
tricity. We said “aimed at a target,’ 
but the facts are that there were two 
targets, but only one was erected for 
this special experiment, the other being 
thehnli of an old vessel, the Griper, 
which lay directly behind the target and 
m range-of the ball. The target itself 
was placed only 26 feet from the muzzle 
of the gun. It was-composed of oak 
beams and planks, and was 21 inches 
thick.
